• Canndinn papers to hand by tho Vio- 
l.'iin give graphic and iiitorcsting; descrip- 
tions of tho scuneH incidental to tho ch)30 
iif tho groat debate over tho Syndicate 
IJari^ain from wliich wo obtain copious 
uxtriictH. 

During Mr. Qillmoro's speech an hon- 
iirablo gentleman kept up a lively chirpincr 
witli a tin instrument conccalod in his 
mouth. In vain Mr. Siioaker called 
'•ordi.T. " 'i'ho chirping went on, and 
"lirdor," "order," was persistently spoken 
rrnin the chair. Tho identification of tho 
Dtltitider was impossible, o.xcept on tho. 
p.-irt of those sitting beside hini. Ho tin- 
ally (Icsi.sted. Amidst cries of "do it 
iiifre" "hear, hoar," Mr. Gilhnoro drew 
a fortilo imagination to describe tho 
mti lide of tho supporters of tho govern- 
uieiit tho contract question, his doscrip- 
tinnn of what ho represented as iiaving 
trtken place being made unceasingly in- 
tert'Sting by his oratorical gesticulations, 
lie criticised tho terms of tho contract, 
living interrupted by cries of "truth," 
"no, no," "order" and "not so." With 
llu.'gC'loiiuencc of a Webster ho eulogized 
ilie inhabitants of the groat nation south 
••f UH, and in a loud tone of vqjcc ar.d 
with outstretched right arm, asked the 
.(iillowing (luestions : "Aro they Hottou- 
liits?" (Cries of "No.") ''Aro the)' 
;annibals ?" (Cries of "No. ") "Arc they 
HavagcB'l" (Cries of "No.") And thou 
he, with marked emphasis and in a loud- 
er tone, demanded to know "Who aro 
they ?" He paused for a reply. It was 
now half-past twelve o'clock. Mr. Gill- 
more struggled bravely on. Paper balls 
How around the Chand)er, tho devoted 
iieada of honorable gentlemen who en- 
deavored to steal a nap being the objects 
aimed at. The leader of the Opposition 
iiiuvcd about among his supporters. iSir 
Richard Cartwright leaned forward on 
his desk and seemed utterly unconscioii.'? 
of either what Mr. Gillinoro was saying or 
of the fun that was going on in difforir'nt 
parts of tho House. Mv. Gillmoro paused 
for a moinf.nt to excuse himself for pro- 
ceeding at such length; but such was tho 
delight of listeners on the government side 
that loud and repeated cries of "go on" 
greeted him, while one familiar voice was 
heard to say, "Turn over a new loaf. " 
Again the chirping was heard and again 
"order, order," camo from Mr. Speaker. 
Now sounds, utterly indescribable, wore 
heard. Whence they ranie no one seemed 
to know. But tho orator was not in the 
least disooncerted. Finally, at ten min- 
utes to one o'clock he subsided, being 
loudly cheered on both sides, the Oppo- 
gition being delighted with his able ad- 1 
vocacy of their cause, and the Ministerial- I 
ists gratified that he liad afi'ordod so much I 
amusement. ' 
"00 as, GO ON." 
Nutwitlistanding the lateness of the 
hour, the Hnuso did not seem an.xious to 
adjourn. When scnne ono mooted the 
(question cries of "go on" were general on 
tho government side. Mr. Elliott caught 
the Speaker's eye, and, following the ex- 
ample nf .one gentleman wiio preceded 
him, read his speech. Chirping broke 
out afresh, and paper bullets were again 
thrown. 

A KKIIUKK nV THF, PKKMIKIt. 

Sir John Macdonald rose and C(jtii- 
plained of the practice of throwing paper 
balls. He said the practice must bo put 
down. If a member of tho British PLnise 
of Commons were ca'ight in the act he 
was liable to be "named," expelled the 
House, or fined a hundred pounds. Tho 
throwing ceased, but tlio chirping went 
on as lively as before. 

Mr. Bunatersaid that British Columbia I 
had not been heard from much yet, al- 
though smarting under tho injustice done 
towards her. The opposition had been 
showing thp strongest hostility to the 
contract being brought down by the gov- 
ernment, but ho thought if thoy had been 
able to got such an otfor as that they 
vrould have supported it. He was not al- 
together in favor of tho contract; it should 
have taken in Vancouver Island. Ho 
complained that ton much attention h.id 
boon paid to Manitoba and not enough to 
British. Columbia. Ho condemned the 
courto'oftho opposition in decrying Can- 
adian laiids and praising up thoso of tho 
United State."^. That was something tho 
Americans would never do. But ho was 
glad to know that there was a ma- 
jority of tho members of this ilouso and 
of tho pooplo of this country who wero 
opposed to breaking tho bargain entered 
into with British Columbia by the -Do- 
minion. Still there were a number of 
political trickstors who would not scruple 
to break thai bargain if thoy could by do- 
ing so got back into office and occupy tho 
treasury benches. (Applause.) Tho hon. 
leader of the oppositicui had alluded to 
British Columbia as an incubus on. the 
Dominion, bat-he"waB inclined to 'think 
tho hon. gentleman would bo a greater 
incubus on tho opposition before thoy got 
through with him than British Columbia 
is ontho Dnnunion. (Laughter ;uul ap- 
pla^sp.) Ho aaidtliat Vancouver Island 
^nd'Biritish Columbia- possessed greater 
advantages than mapy other parts pf-, tho 
iroyld, juthough it bad boon iiid : t|ia{S,it 



was inhospitable. Ho repudiated tins as- 
sertion with scorn. (Hear, hoar.) (In 
order to show the advantages Mr. Bun- 
stiir hero produced a largo revolving globe 
which he displayed to view on his du^k, 
and amid great laughter proceeded M'itli 
hi.5 illustration. Placing his linger on a 
certain spot ho said ; — Hero is Vancouver 
(groat laughter) and it iiossossos commer- 
cial advantages not possessed in any other 
part of tho unlrerso/.Thoro wo are straight 
in tho middle of the world (renewed 
laughter) so far as commerce is concern- 
ed. From Vancouver wo can start to any 
side of tho-world. England is on one sido 
of tho world and Asia is on tho other,but 
Vancouver Island i.s in tho centre. (Roars 
of laughter.) Vancouver and British Col- 
umbia possess a position that should make 
them the ohlefest commercial emporiums 
ill tho world. (Hoar, hoar and applauso.) 
Tho hon. moiuber for West Durh;un had 
evidently nover informed himsolf of the 
geographical position of Vancouver or ho 
would not bo so sovero on it. Ho then 
produced a map on which was a birds-eye 
view of tho city of Victoria and Vancou- 
ver Island, which he hold up and ex- 
hibitud to tho members. A general burst 
of laughter aignitied to him that soino- 
tliing was wrong, and on examination ho 
found that ho had turned tho nity of Vic- 
toria upside down. Having righted it, 
ho said tiiere wero some as happy homes 
tlioro as anywhere else in the world, and 
there was no ground for s.iying that it 
was iuhospitablo. He tliought tho premier 
had not done tho fair thing in noglocting 
Vancouver Island in not having it in tho 
syndicate. Ho thought Sir John had 
made a niistako in nut unking tho holi- 
days a month long, as thou he could havu 
visited his constituents. Then ho said it 
was a gross error to givo any holidays at 
all. It would have buenbettbr to havo !iad 
no holidays at all, and by this tiino tho 
contract would havo been passed and 
members would havo got away homo so 
much sooner. Ho thought tho promior 
was just playing with tho opposition, al- 
lowing thoiu to go - around tho country 
talking bosh and buncombe, and abusing 
British Columbia. (Laughter.) Ho was 
not altogetlior in favor of tho contract, 
nor of the second oiler, but if some lively 
third party would come forward and offer 
to build tho road on Vancouver Island 
that would be tho syndicate for him. Ho 
thought also that tho island had not been 
fairly treated, because no provision was 
niad^i for building tho Esquimalt and Na- 
naiino railway, although tho govern mout 
still had tho twenty mile belt of land ro- 
sorvod for tho raihvay.still.uuder its con- 
trol. He held that the §25,000,000 would 
bo paid over and over again into tho cus- 
toms while tho road was being built. Un- 
der the National Policy every man who 
bought a barrel of sugar contributed to- 
tlio revenue — (hear, hoar) --and any man 
who bought a blanket — (hear, hear)— anil 
any man who bought a gallon of liquor 
and the receipts of duties would pay tho 
bonus without tho country feeling tho 
burden. Ho urged that tho credit of tho 
Dominion should bo kept up, and asked 
wliy is Enf,dand the pawn shop of tho 
w(u-ld i Because sho always keeps her 
obligations. (Laughter.^ lie hoped tho 
government wiiuld insert a clause in tlio 
contract preventing tho syndicatu from 
employing Chinese labor on the railway. 
(Hear, hear.) Ho thought the next great 
question before the country would bo the 
Cliinoso question. (Laughter, and ap- 
plauso), amid which tho hon. member 
took his seat. 

Mr. Fi.set, .speaking in French, opposed 
the contract. 

Air. Molnncs denied that British Col- 
umbia wn.s the incubus upon the, Domin- 
ion that sho was represontfld to bu by the 
honorable gentlemen of tho opposition. 
Ho showed by refereiico to tho public ac- 
counts that the provinco. had contributed 
more to tho rovonuo of the country than 
slio had withdrawn from it. As to the 
contract it would givo thorough sati.ifac- 
tion to tho people on the mainland who 
had no sympathy with tho anti-reaoiution.s 
passed in Victoria. Ho did not think tho 
dissatisfied i.slandera would gain anything 
by attempting to embarrass the govern- 
ment at this time, and believed that if 
they waited patiently as those on the 
mainland had done that tho hon. leader 
of tho government would ful61 his prom- 
ises to them. He announced that ho 
would give tho scheme of the government 
his unqualified support. 



THE LAST DAY. 
Ottawa, Jan. 28. — Last night's debate 
in tho House of Commons will be rather 
memorable in tho I'arliainentary history 
of Canada. The sitting of tho Huuso 
continued from three o'clock on Thursday 
afiurnnon until eight o'clock on Friday 
morning — seventeen hours in all. 

A DO.sr, OF AMEXD.MKNT.9. 

The Opposition submitted cightooii 
amendments at tho sitting, tho whole of 
which were voted down. There wero 19 
divisions in all, one being on the main 
question. Altogether on the second read- 
ing of tho Oan.-xaian Pacifio Railway reso- 
lution 24 amendments, including a goii- 
oral amondmciit by Mr. blake, wore sub- 
milted by tho Opposition. No sooner 
was one disposed of than the Opposition 
cauio up smiling with another. Tho ad- 
vent of each mover was greeted witli 
cheers, and sometimes an uproar. Good 
humour, however, prevailed. Sjr Charles 
Tujipcr abandoned tho field early in tho 
contest and left Sir John to keep his fol- 
lowers in their places. There wore no 
less than 19 divisions during tho sitting, 
and as each division occupies on an aver- 
ago twenty minutes, over six hours of the 
Bovcnteon wore occupied in voting alone. 

MEMDEES FROLICS. 

During tho night many pranks wero re- 
sorted to, harmless in their charactor but 
productive of much amusement. A young 
French Canadian named Laudry, who is 
well known as the most mischievous of 
tho young mombers, about midnight wont 
to the hair-dresser's down stairs, had hia 
hair and moustache powdered to rcseniblo 
iron groy, donned an old pair of green 
goiigUi, turned his coat collar up, and 
took a seat on tho back Ministerial beneh. 
Ho was a' stranger and an intruder, judg- 
ing from his appearance. The ' deputy 
Sorgoaiit:at-Arnis at oqco notiood his 
pjcsonco, and passing round to that sido 
of the Chamber requested liis -^^'ithdrawal 
which wn? refused. It is supposed tho 
identity of Laudry was revealed. At any 
rftto l\o iWaa .pormitted.to,iromain.'^ Shotb- 
ly aJtSfwi^ t,h»'^^ ,to'-<«ilI /jj^^'^tjWi 



members was given, the bells rang, tho 
whips issued forth, scouring tho corridor, 
Bntuking-rooni, library, etc., for loiterers, 
and soon returned. 

Tho votes wore boing rociu-dod on tho 
ini.storlal sulo when a strango figure, 
^'csticulating in a most ludicrous niaiinor, 
appeared on the last row. Cheers, peals 
of laughter, and boisterous applauso 
greeted the mystified Assistant Clurk, 
whoso duty it is to name the members as 
they vote. Ho looked, blushed, looked 
again, ovcry token of his hesitation in 
naming tho member being tho signal for 
renewed cheers antl laughter, l.'ltimato- 
ly ho piorcod tlio disguise, ana tiio right 
nanio was recorded. 

Another freak played upi.ii a Kronch 
Canadian Liberal while addressing tho 
House was to causo a dummy telogram to 
bo ])laced in his hands. Apologizing to 
tho Uouso, ho delayed liis .s|n-i'i-h a mo- 
ment to tear ii]Hin tho envclopo to acaii 
tho contont.s of tlio telogram, with a re- 
sult which may bo well uuMginitd.

The speeches wero not long, and only 
resorted to when nocossafy to explain tho 
scope of tho ami'iidmems. Even under 
this cir-cumstanco chirping, whistles, sing- 
ing, desk croaking, cover slamming ami 
other noises wero used to drown tho 
speaker's voice. Paper pellets wero 
freely thrown around, and caps placed on 
tho heads uf such members aa wero nod- 
ding or reclining in their chairs. A choir 
was ost;d)lisliod, and " Homo, Sweet 
Homo," rondored more than once during 
the night, while tlio whip.-i wore driving 
in the incmbora "He's a jidly good fol- 
low," applied *o Sir John Macdonald, 
" Auld Lang Syne," etc., wore also favor- 
ite .songs, and J^Ir. Plumb, tho poet laur- 
eate to tho Tory parly, sang tho original 
chorus of " Wlieu Jnhn conio.i march- 
ing homo," Dr. Fortm led tho Froucli 
members in singing " En roulant, ma 
boulo roulant," and at several times dur- 
ing the sitting tho strain:) of the ".Mar- ] 
seillaiao " wore heard. While most of the 
members, of course, remained sober dur- 
ing the entire sitting, it roflocta a little 
upon tho Parliament of Canada to say 
that several did not. Mr. Domvillo, who 
had been dining out all night, tinned up 
in a full dress anil about six o'clock, and 
cominoncod most unsocmly interruptions. 

Mil. BUNSTElt's AMKN'nMUNT. 

Jlr. Bunster wished to point out tho 

groat injustice wliich had been done to 
Ids constituonoy through tho action of tho 
Govorniiii'iit in oxoludiiif,' the Vancouver 
Hoction of tho roiid from the contract. He 
thought, tho loader of the Guv 
ornment was not acting in tho interests 
of hi.s constituents in this matter. Ever 
since British Columbia joined the Uni(}ii 
that' Provinco had been sadly neglected, 
'iho treaty obli^'ations had been ignored, 
not only liy tho late (tovernnient, but by 
the proseut one. ( 'ue of tho provisions 
of tho Carnarvon terms was that tho work 
should begin on each end of tho road im- 
mediately, but up to tho present time no j 
work had boon performed on tlieNanaiino j 
and Esquimalt porticui boyond tho survey. | 
He hoped tlio Ib.niso would assist him in | 
carrying the aniondniciit to the hill, anil j 
thus iii.struct tho (ioveniiiient to see jus- | 
ticc clone to I'litisli Coluuiliia. Ho moved 
that thfisaid billbenotnowreada thirdtimo 
but that it ho resolved that thi.s House, 
whilo agreeing with the general torm.s of 
tho proposed contract with a Syndicate 
for the construction of tho Canadian Pa- 
cific Railwaj', is uevertholoss of opinion 
that prfivisimi should havo boon made for 
the building of that branch of the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway known .as the Na- 
naimi) and Esquimalt portion thereof, on 
Voncouvor Island, as stipulated for in the 
terms agn ed upiui bctwueii tho Dominion 
Government and Lord Carnarvon, tho 
Colonial Secretary, aa fi^Uows: — "1, That 
the railway from Esipiimalt to Nanaimo 
shall bo co-.nnienced as soon as possible 
and completed with all practicable dis- 
patch";— 4, that Si,000,000 a year, and 
not ^1,600,000, shall be tho minimum ex- 
penditure on railway works within tho 
Provinco from tho dato at which the sur- 
veys are sufiiciontly completed to enable 
that amount to ho oxpondod on construc- 
tion." In naming this amount I under- 
stand-that, it boing alike tho interest and 
the wish of the Dominion Government to 
urge on with all sjjced tho completion of 
tho works now to bo undertaken, tho an-

I stated in my last couununicatiou 
tliatthe attornBy gonerars interpreta 
tiod of the provincial gold .mining laws 
was totally at variaiiee with that plac- 
ed on them by every gold comniissiouer 
and recorder in tho country- The cor- 
rectness of this statement is borne out 
by the amoiidmeat to tho gold mining 
and mineral acts, introduced by the 
attorney general a few day.s since. 
Subsection C. of section 2 roads as fol- 
low.s:— "Any discovery claim iieretofore 
granted and duly recorded and hold 
under terms or conditions similar to 
those herein provided for discovery 
claims shall be deemed to have been 
lawfully granted and held as if .section 
55 abovememtioned had been in full 
force and etlect. Section 55 here referr- 
ed to is section 55 of the "^;old min- 
ing ordinance 1867." This section 
gave discoverers of mining ground; 
larger claims, and was mentioned in 
the "Mineral Act, 1878," as follows 
"Sec. 1 * * * * and sections 55 
add 103 of the gold uiiuiiig oi-dinanco 
18G7 (Corr. Stat., chap. 123, sees. 67 
and 117) * * * * are hereby 
repealed." Section 07 in the consoli- 
dated statutes refers to "regulations 
for working" quartz claims. The lat- 
ter is clearly tho clause intended to bo 
repealed and not the section treating 
on discovery claims ; but Mr. Walkom 
chose to read it otherwise, and by the 
quotation above set out from the 
Amendment Act, 1881, proposed to 
shunt tho blame neatly on to tlxe gold 
commissioners and recorders. The fact 
still remains that tho miners at Sooke 
river were compelled to pay a con.sidor- 
able sum for recording fees, which 
would not have been exacted from 
thcui jjrovided their claims had been 
located in Cariboo, Cassiar or any 
mining camp out of the reaoli of the 
gold commissioner for Yictoria. 

Bill No. 9, "an Act to amend the 
Gold Mino and Mineral Acts," was re- 
ferred to a select "Committee to report 
on. On tho 9th February tho eoinmit- 
tee, consisting of Messrs. Galbraith, 
Gallagher, Cowan, Ferguson and ]\Ic- 
Gillvray, submitted a report. This 
document suggested a few alterations 
in the Bill under consideration ; but 
concluded with the following astounil- 
ing sentence. "That as a general wish 
has been expressed that the Quartz 
Act, 1878, should bo am«tided, jour 
committee recommend that a select 
committee bo appointed to amend said 
Aet, and that the amendments thereto 
bo brought in the form of a separate 
Bill." This proves beyond a question 
that -much as we may dislike lawyers, 
and tliink them a necessary evil : a 
house of aBsembly constituted with 
only one of that fintornity amongst its 
members i.s, to say I ho least, a mistake. 
It is scarcely fair for that solitar}' 
lawyer to place a bundle of laws and 
amendments so thoroughly mi.xed, 
complex and worthless as our many 
enactments before a select committee 
composed entirely of non -professional 
men. It looks to much like shirking 
the work and gliding out of the respon- 
sibilities on the part of the single legal 
luminary. The tinal sentence of the 
report above quoted is difficult to un- 
derstand. In the first place there is 
no such Act on the statutes as tho 
"Quartz Act, 1878 secondly, it is 
hard to see how it is possible to amend 
an Act that has no e.vistence; tliirdly, 
it will be edifying to watch the proce- 
dure if the suggestion ia carried out, 
and an amendment introduced to amend 
an Act which does not exist in the 
form of a separate bill. Tho "Miner- 
al Act, 1878," is probably the measure 
referred to ; and I must point out that 
the title is a misnomer, and almost 
certain to bewilder any one but a law 
yen It is' ridthiD'g''more or less than 
a sweeping amendment to the gold- 
raining ordinance 1867, carelessly 
drawn, incomplete, unworkable and 
a disgrace to tho provincial statute 
book. It is to behoped that the House 
will pay mm4 littlo attention to min- 
ing matters this session, as it is clear 
that the members have plenty of time 
at their disposal judging from their 
short and far between sittings, and tho 
attorney genera! cannot bo overwork- 
ed as tho Governor's speech foreshad- 
owed nothing new', being simply made 
up of kind and seasonable platitudes.

.Mr. Druinmond moved tho following 
ruaoUitiou : 

Tliiit in tho opinion of this Houso it ia 
desirable that the number of members of 

till' inaiaaging lioard of the Koyal Hospi- 
tal, N'ictoria, bhould bo changed, so a.s to 
coii.si.-it of tlirco nioinbur.s appointed by 
tho Lioutonant-Oovenior in Council, and 
ihioo elected by tho contributors of an 
iiiintial subscription of two dollars, and 
that the Mayor of Victoria should bo ex- 
(illiciii tho chairman and member of tlio 
nii.-ird; and than two of the inombors ap- 
pnintod by tho Lioutonant-Govornnr in 
O'luncil, and two cloctod by tho coiitribu- 
turs, Bh.iU resign in each and every year, 
and in their stead the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nur in Council shall appoint two and the 
cmitributors shall elect two to constitute 
this said Board for tlio year. Seconded 
liy Mr. Williams. 

'I'hi' mover remarked in introducing the 
ff.snlution tliat he was supported by tho 
Huu.so hist session; also by tho public 
gi'iu^rally. He referred to the report of 
I lie Hospital Committee of last year and 
to thu present construction of tho Board 
:iiid c'lmtended that a change was neces- 
Miiry. By the cliango which lie proposed 
tlie public would still have a majority at 
the board of management in tho ratio of 
e('to3. Ho tliought that the $2 subscrip- 
•tiiin would increase tho funds of the 
Hospital and excite a greater interest in 
tho institution as it would give each sub- 
scriber of ?2 a vote in electing directors. 
The public purse paid a great deal moi-o for 
the maintenance of the Uospit.il than siib- 
.scriptiona amounted to. Tiia sliding 
HUiile whicli he proposed would work well 
lis iild members would romnin on the hoard 
til initiate the new ones into tho work. 
Tho cliaiigo would be of groat benefit to 
all concerned. Ho thoiiglit the prosont 
committee were managing tlie institution 
very creditably. Another committee 
might do very difl'ercntly and they might 
want an oyo watching over them. Sir. 
Elliott adopted the principle of this reso- 
lution ; but ho did not go far enough. 
Other Hospitals miglit be benotitted by a 
change; but on this point he could not bo 
certain. He hoped the Houso would look 
upon the question favoraljly. It might bo 
asserted that the Hospital would become a 
political institution. This, he contended, 
would not be tho case. 

On tho question being put the Spc.ikcr 
decided tliat the noes bad it. 

On a show of hands tho resolution was 
lost by a majority of one — 10 against 9 in 
favor. 

COWICHAN REPRIi.SKNTATION. 

.Mr. Smitho moved that in viow of tlio 
growing importance of tho Electoral Dis- 
trict of Cowichan, tho increase of popu- 
lation, as shown by tho list of voters last 
published, and the i^'opurtiuii-itely Icvg-:' 
amount oi rovonuo paid, as com- 
pared with otlior iigriciiltural districts of 
the Island, it is, in tho opinion of this > 
House, entitled to be ropresontud in tho 
Legislature of this Province by two mem- 
bers; the ''Constitution Anicndmont Act, 
1879," notwithstanding. 

Tho hon. mover said that whatever the 
result of the vote on this ijuestion might 
be all would admit that Cowichan was 
entitled to more than ono member. Ho 
could only .account for tho loss of ono 
member by tho assumption that political 
feeling ran high at tho time tho change 
was made. As tho matter now stands 
Cowichan was deprived of its rights. He 
referred to the voting power on the 
Mainland and on tho Island and showed 
that as a whole tho representation was 
pretty equally divided as between tlie two 
diviaions of tlio province, tho Mainland 
sending ono membor for eaoli 183 1-13 of 
its voters, wliilo the Inland sent ono for 
each IGui of its voters. Wlien^tho repre- 
senlation of tho v.ariout districts on both 
Island and Mainland was looked at separ- 
ately, however, it was at once apparent 
that proportionately some districts woro 
over represented, orothoraundcrrc[)ro3ent- 
od. Mow Wostminstur could scarcely bo 
satisfied with its two nieiiibor.s to 720 
voters, while Lillooet had two for 181, or 
Kootonay 1 for 34. Ho had not men- 
tioned New Westminster in his motion, 
but ho was quite prepared to support its 
claims and would as lioavtily vote for Now 
Westminster to got justice as he oxpoct- 
ed members for that district would for 



Tiiore could be no fair play or justice in 
that .iiid every sense of right demanded 
tliat an acknowledged .wrong should be 
roctiflcd. Cowichan had been retarded 
in its dovelopmont as .was well known by 
tho reserve that liad 'boon placed on tho 
lands there, but in the facb of all obsta- 
cles and drawbacks the district has forced 
its way to tho front among the .tgricultur- 
al sections of tlio island, and last year 
shows a greater proportionate increase of 
population than any other in the province. 
In addition to its agricultural resijurces 
Cowichan had within its area exton- 
sivo deposits of coal and iron, ar- 
gentiferous galonaand other prociou'< met- 
als. Its lumber industries wore important 
and the quality of its timber wa.s unsur- 
passed. The hon. goiitleiiian then referr- 
ed to the 18 months' publio accounts 
submitted by the minister of finanpo, and 
quoting from tho returns showed that the 
voter's lists were proved to bo a fair iiido.'c 
of tho voting population and not an ac- 
cident of rogistnition, inasmuch as tho 
school tax paid bv his district was for tho 
I 12 months ended 30th June, 1880, ^735 
as a;iainat .?480 paid by Esquiuialt. I'lio 
I perdonal property tax for tho samo period 
I was for Cowichan, S172.71, and 
j for Ksquimalt §100.31. With roforonco 
to tho real property-tax he would simply 
say there are two municipalities within 
1 the district of Cowichan wliich levied and 
j collected the real property tax while Ea- 
quiinslt not being a municipality paid all 
its taxes into Treasury and so got credit 
for more revenue than as against munici* 
palities it w.as entitled to. Liceiiaos were 
also shown to bo included in full in Es- 
quimau's revenue while Oowicliaii's went 
to tho municipalities ; and yet with all 
tho advantages that non-incorporation 
gave it in this i-o.spect Esiiuinialt foil far 
short of Cowichan. The six months' re- 
turns up to 31at December were (iiioted 
to show that the Hameproportion in favor 
of Cowichan was continued. liovorting 
to tho voter.s' list tlio hon. geiitloiiian 
stated that according to the present stan- 
dard of roprosontatiuii provided by tho 
Constitution thu average number of voters 
to each member, taking all the districts 
on the Island other than Victoria city and 
Nanaimo, was 1253, and tho average of 
the agricultural districts of tho Island, 
exclusive of Cowichan, was 101 to 
each member. It was clear, therefore, 
that if 104 was tlio average for .agricultu- 
ral ropresontation on tlio Island and Cow- 
ichan had 232, which was more than dou- 
ble tho averago,it could not for a moment 
bo contented that it was not fairly en- 
titled to an increase. (Hoar, hoar.) The 
hon. gentleman again urged the necessity 
the Government bringing 'in before 
a general election an amendment consti- 
tution bill which would do justice to Cow- 
ichan and New Westminster alike and in 
doing su contended that tho fact of thorn 
both being agricultural districts ought not 
to militate against the increase. Ho very 
forcibly pointed out the manner in which 
the agricultural interests liad over since 
confederation been swamped by town in- 
fluence. For instance the Canadian taritl" 
under which tho country was now groan- 
ing. From end to end of tho Provinco 
the prejudicial efTects of tho tariff was 
now felt and nowhere more so than 
in A'ictoria, but in 1872 when tho Prov- 
inco had its destiny in its own luuid so far 
.as tariff was concerned the agriculturists 
of tho country who struggled against tlio 
acceptance of the Canadian tarill" woro 
frustrated in their efforts by tho vory in- 
fluence which nowmostloudly complain of 
its effects, that is, the mercantile and min- 
ing interests. One thing he would call 
attoniion to and that was the disposition 
in tho country between the producing 
classes and the more traders. The coun- 
try was overridden with trades and tho 
condition would never bo better hero 
until the producers woro more numorotm 
and more powerful. .Agriculturists wore 
producers as woro minors and at present 
those two classes almoat alone contributed 
to the welfare and prosperity of the com- 
munity. (Hear.) Manufactures woro 
producers and ho wassorry we had so few ; 
ho thought the governniont had a fino 
field before them to do something to en- 
courage manufacturers. They ought to 
rise to the occasion and not lie back on we 
would like to but have not tlio money. 
(Hear, hear.) Ho would conclude by 
commending his very reasonable request 
for justice for his district to tho sense of 
justice ho was sure was somevrfae^ to be 
found in tho heart of each member of tho 
(Applause.) 
Tlie resolution was seconded by Mr. 
Pimbury. 

The Speaker ruled that tho resolution 
should have emanated from the govcrn- 
niout a.nd not from a private membor. He 
tlicreforo con.sidcred it out of order ; but 
would leave it for tho House to decide. 

Mr. Smitho on the question of. order 
said ho was awaro of what tho Speaker 
referred to ; but ho wished to got an ab- 
stract opinion from the House. This was 
constantly allowed in legislative assem- 
blies .111(1 tliat he could fully prove. 

Hon. Mr. Walkcni did n(jt agree with 
tho leader of tho opposition. Ho cited 
cases in point. The resolution would 
eventually require a money grant, Tho 
last speaker was right in moving tho reso- 
lution ; but ho called attention to a rul- 
ing of Mr. Speaker Trimble on a resolu- 
tion similar to tliis. If tho hon. member 
for Cowichan liad asked leave to bring in 
a bill the Houso could liavo allowed it or 
not. No private member could bring i;i 
a money bill of any description. Other 
cases were cited in support of this posi- 
tion. 

Mr. Mara referred to precedents in 
support of tho resolution being put to tho 
House and to show that tho hon. attor- 
ney-general was wrong in his view of the 
question, No bill to alter tho constitu- 
tion was ever ruled out by Mr. Speaker 
Trimble.

I Tfio argument was camoil on at con- 
siderable length between the hon. attor- 
ney-general and Mr. JMara. 

Mr. Wilson considered that no harm 
would accrue from leaving tho question to 
tho House. Tlie resolution would not 
compel tho govornraont to bring in a bill 
oven if it were sustained. 

Mr. Ash would not argue tho question 
as to tho right of the Speaker to leave the 
matter to the House for its decision. The 
journals of the House showed again and 
again that such quoationa had been put to 
tho Housa. Tho hon. membor explained 
st some length tho position he took in tho 
matter and quoted from tho British North 
America Act. Any mombur had a right 
to advocate any measure that he thought 
for the goijd of the Province. 

Mr. Alara, in order to assist the Speak- 
er and t)io Ilouao in arriving at a decision 
on tho question, referred to a decision of 
Mr. Speaker Cockburn in thu Dominion 
Parliament. Tho resolution of his hon. 
friend did not propose anything — did not 
ask for any apprportation,. and it was 
fully in order fur tho Houaie to expres.1 an 
opinion upon it. 

Hon. >Ir. Walkem intondnd to oppose 
the motion. Tlio House had already de- 
cided that a iiiombor from Cowichan 
should be given to Nanaimo. It was 
wrong to ho continually altering tho con- 
stitution. Tho House was elected not to 
increase the membor.ship of llie Province. 
Twenty-five menihora woro anipl}' Kufli- 
cieiit for tho wants of the <;oiintrj'. Ho 
stood there to oppo.se any increase of re- 
presentation as he was elected to do so. 
Mr. Ash was not at all clear that tho time 
had come for an increa.se in tho represen- 
tation on the Island. Ho would moro 
the following aniendiiieut, seconded by 
Mr. Harris : 

" That the word " Cuv.ichan " in tho 
first lino bo struck nut and the words 
"New Westniinsior " sub.stitutod. And 
that all the words after tho word " paid " 
in tho third line bo struck out and in lieu 
thereof bo added the words " it is, in tlio 
opinion of this Hou'te, desirable that a 
change bo made in the Coiisiitution .\el 
to provide for the i'opro.sentaticm of tlio 
district by three mcnibers and that tliis 
may bo conveniently efTectod by including 
tlio electoral district of Kootenay within 
tho limits of the olectoral district of Now 
Westminator. " 

Hon. Mv. Boavon tliouglit it was ask- 
ing too much to Book for a change now. 
The proposition to increase tho ropreaen- 
tatioii of the Province was thoroughly 
discussed when the prosont Houso was 
elected. Nearly all the members were 
elected to oppose an increase. Ho con- 
tended that tho agricultural interostfl were 
well represented on tlie floor of tho Houso. 
Ho disjiuted the assertions of the mover 
of tho resolution and contended that the 
difforeiit interests wero fairly roprosonted. 
Tho Finance Minister also disputed the 
ii|;nros made uao of by Mr. Smitho and 
hw application of them. Roforonco was 
made to the Chinese getting into every 
kind of business. This waa tho origin of 
tho depression in the province. 

Mr. Pimbury said at tlie time tho first 
Constitution Auieiidment Act waa passed 
ho had pointed out that tho time was in- 
opportune, inasmuch as it was tho first 
session of the parliament and that changes 
might tako place before tho end of the 
term tlmt would prove ttio action then 
taken to bo hasty and unjust. Tho first 
act was, however, only a make-believe, 
although the mouibcr for Nanaimo (Mr. 
Abrams) accepted it as genuine and did 
not discover his mistake until after the 
session was closed; then he came tho next 
year with a bill which effected tlio object 
tho previous bill had protoiided to accom- 
plish, but failed to do. Ho had always 
acknowledged tho claim of Nsnaimo for 
additional representation, but could never 
see the justice of taking from Cowichan 
to give to Nanaimo. Ho thought that 
Esquiinnlt should havo boon the district 
from which one nieniber should liavo been 
taken. This w.-is tho opinion of many 
hon. members at the time the change was 
made. Tho interests of Cowichan woro 
increasing just iis ho said they would 
when the injustice was done the dis- 
trict by taking away one of its ropresunta- 
tives. He hoped that justice would bo 
done it now and the rosoUition bo sup- 
ported so that tlio government would fool 
iliemsolvoB called upon before another 
session to prepare a bill which would 
place the ropresontation of Cowichan on 
a proper basis again. 

Mr. Helgeson remarked that this re- 
solution was not the first time that ho had 
heard about Cowichan, That district had 
alwaj"3 come off second best in its contests 
on this matter. He considered that his 
•wn district tvas growing and that its re- 
sources were varied and extensive. The 
public accounts wore next alluded to to 
show ti'iat Esquimau was not so far be- 
hind Cowichan as had been ropresonted. 
An amendment to tho constitution would 
be utterly out of placo at tho present 
?ime. He would certainly vote against 
the resolution. 

Mr. McGillivary considered tho subject 
an imjiortant one. Ho intended to have 
brought it up in behalf of Ids own district. 
That di.slrict was a large and important 
ono and it deserved an inci'eaacd re[)re- 
sontation us nuich as Nanaimo. Tho 
Constitution Act was wrong and tho re- 
presentation very inequitable. He hoped 
that tho govorninont would bring in a 
bill t o that effect bef ore theoxpiration of the 
present parliament. The government 
that would do this would deservu the 
thanks of the whole country. Tho dis- 
trict of Now Westminster had taken tho 
lead of all other diatr:cts in producing 
revenue. He hoped that tho government 
would grapple with the subject and bring 
down a bill next session that would meet 
the case. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys conaidorod that 
the time had not yet arrived to interfere 
with tho constitution. He agreed with 
tho member for New Woslniiiister tliat 
some districts were underroprcaontcd. It 
waa impossible to deal with tho matter on 
tho basis of representation by population. 
It might be necessary next session to con- 
sider the subject; but certainly not now. 
A membor for Cassiar had been given, but 
that district was diminishing in population 
from year to year. Ho intended to vote 
against the resolution because lio con- 
sidered tho tirao had not come for carry- 
ing out its object. Tho amendment of 
tho hon. member for Oomos was an 
absurdity and should conscquontly bo 
voted down. Kootenay ho considered was 
a large and important district with varied 
resources and cap.ablo cf great dovolop- 
ment. 

Mr. Galbraith was surprised at the 
change of base of Jthe -hpnprable]:^iiiember 
for Coniox, ' Ho' understood tbe'lleaiaer of 

the opposition to say that tho diBtript of 
Coraox waa raisreprosentod by a resi- 
dent of the city of Victoria, 

Mr. Smitlie explained. 

Mr, Galbraith resumed and called at- 
tention to tho public accounts to show that 
Cowichati had not paid more than other 
districts in proportion to tho voting pow- 
er. Kootonay was improving wonder- 
fully. _ It would Boon have a railroad 
I near it, and the outlaws woro , not ao 



that tho member for ComuX was against 
tho district. When tho honorable gentle- 
men visited Koutoiiay ho would cliango 
his opinion about it. A great injustice 
would bo done if the resfdution or amend- 
ment waa passed. If the inoinber for 
Comox would substitute Comox fur 
Kootenay it would bo better. He hoped 
that the Houso would not listen to such a 
proposition. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem spoke to the amend- 
ment and wouhl not be surprised to hear 
next th.st it waa jiroposed to tack on Cari- 
boo to \'ictoria. It would bo just as roii- 
Bonablo touiiite tho north and south poles. 

Mr. Ash said Cassiar was in New West- 
minster district. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem contended that Caa- 
«iar waa only a continuation of New 
Westminster without another district in 
tervoniiig. Tho lion, membor for Comox 
had reduced tho thing to an absurdity. It 
waa a burlesque on the whole matter. 

Mr. Mara said tho solo object of his 
hon. friend on his luft w.'is to show that 
Cowichan had boon dealt unjustly with. 
His arguments had not^ been cojnbatted 
by gentlemen on tho other aide. The only 
reason that he could see why Cowichan 
had been deprived of a member was that 
it had sent two mcmbora to oppose tho 
Government. He did not want to reflect 
on tho conduct of tho Government, but 
such appeared to be tho cause. The ques- 
tion waa simply this: did Cowichan do- 
servo two iiiombers or did it not ? Ho 
would not oppose tho amendment, aa New 
Westminster certainly diddosorvo another 
inoniber, and Cowichan should retain her 
two sons to maintain tho balance of power 
on tho Mainland and tho Island. 

Sir Wilson considered that Nanaimo 
was very much under-reprosontod, and he 
thought it right that Cowichan should be 
ropresentod by one iiienibor in order that 
tliii adjoining district ahoukl havo two. It 
was very didicult to havo ropresontation 
by population in tliis province, because 
if so Victoria would bo entitled to six 
luenibers. The city ought therefore to 
havo an appropriation on tho estimates. 
Ho eulogized I\ootoii:ty as an .agricultural 
and mining district. The climato waa 
mild and e.vcecdingly favorable for the 
growth of all kinds of produce and 
it should bo represented on tho floor of 
the House. No district in tho provinco 
liad audi a bright prospect as Kootenay. 
Tho Hou.so would have paused before 
taking aw.iy one of its members had they 
known that the district would havo im- 
proved so fast. The Houso would do 
more fur the benefit of tho country if they 
tried to got population into it rather than 
squabble about representation. Ho would 
vote against both resolution and amond- 
nient. 

Jlr. Harris waa more than over of tho 
opiiiiuii that tho change in the constitu- 
tion tv.'o years ago was premature. It 
should have been postponed till tho Last 
session of this Parliament when no in- 
juatico need havo boon done to any dis- 
trict. Ho Iiad no doubt but that tiiero 
would bo a reconstruction next session, 
but perhaps such niiglit not bo tho case 
and possibly a new House would havo to 
deal with the question. 

Mr. Abrams was elected to keep 
down tho representation to its 
present number. Ho thought it ought 
to be reduced to IR. He contendeil tliiit 
Nanaimo was uiijuslly treated by the 
leader of tho opposition, as no allowance 
had been made for increase of population 
botoro next election. Ho would vote 
against both resolution and amendment. 

Mr. Vernon thought the time very in- 
opportune to change tho constitution and 
would move an aiiiondment to tlio amend- 
ment. Tho ropre-ieiitdtion of the Prov- 
inco was difficult to arrange. Different 
interests should bo fairly roprosonted. 

Hon. Mr. Huniplireya rose to explain a 
piiint on ropescntution. 

Mr. Vernon contended that in a sliort 
time a groat change would occur. His 
amendment was finally made to read as 
follow.s : — 

That all tho words aftor"that" be struck 
out and tho following substituted: In the 
opinion of this Houso it is desirable that 
at tho next session the question of repre- 
sentation should bo dealt with with a view 
of equalizing as far aa possible tho various 
provincial interests. 

Ho hoped that tho rnonjber for Comox 
would withdraw liis amendment as ho 
thought lii.s own would meet with the 
concurrence of tho House. 

Mr. Ash would withdraw his amend- 
ment in deference to the opinion of the 
hon. member for Yule. 

A discuasion hero occurred between 
Mr. Abrams and Mr. Wilson respecting 
the Chinese population of Nanaimo. 

Mr. bmitho thought that all would be 
accomplished that could be hoped for by 
passing Mr. Vernon's amendment. He 
would withdraw his resolution after 
the member for Cimiox tiad withdrawn 
his and leave that of the nioniber for Yale 
to bo voted on. 

Mr. Walkem objected to tho witlidrawal 
of tho amendment of tho hon. member 
fur Comox. 

On tho division as to whether tho words 
to bo struck out should remain a part of 
the question the noes wero in tho major- 

A discussion then transpired as to 
vrliethcr tho ainendinont had been with- 
drawn. 

Mr. Ash contended that his amend- 
mniil had been withdrawn. As there wero 
dissentients this could not Lcdone. 

Mr. Sniithe said one of tho objects he 
had in view had been accomplished and 
ho would now ask leave to withdraw his 
resolution. 

As there was a "no" in the House it could 
not bo withdrawn. 

Mr. McGillivray would support Mr, 
Vernon's amendment. 

This amendment was sliglitly altered 
and then put to the vote. 

Hon. Air, Beavcn was of ojiinion that 
tho amendment might mean anything or 
nothing. 

Mr. jilara thought that was what tho 
government liked. 

On Mr. Vernon's amendment being 
put to tho House tho .Speaker decided 
that it was carried, 

SUPllEMB COUKT OF CA.VADA BILL. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem moved the second 
reading of Supremo Court of Canada Bill. 
Ho explained its provisions and remarked 
that it was nccnaaary that such a bill 
should be passed as it was continually 
said that bills wero being disallowed. Tho 
last thing that a judge shoiild do was to 
pronounce an act unconstitutional. In 
such a case tlio matter would bo at once 
referred to a competent authority for 
decision after tho passage of this act.

Though apparent- 
ly of a strong constitution, Mr, Lotellior 
has been for upwards of two years allect- 
ed with a complication of diseases, par- 
ticularly asthma and disease of tho heart. 
His [ihysicians had hopes, however, that 
he might survive for many years and be 
spared for a long term of usefulness to 
hie native country, Mr, Lotellior has 
died brokon-lioartcd and almost piiverty- 
stricken. His personal estate consists 
only of his property at Riviere Ouello, 
His life was uninsured, and he was never 
rich, and though fur some years a Minister 
of the Crown he never made money out 
of politics. Tho practice of his profes- 
sion gave him for many years a handsome 
income, but it was principally swalhiwod 
up in tho hard fought electoral conflicts 
which he waged with his political foes in 
his native land.
